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Police Report 
Little Damage 
On Halloween 


Although pranksters roamed 
abroad on Halloween little seri- 
ous damage was reported by po- 
lice and firemen of Ontario and 
Upland who were kept busy, never- 
theless, answering calls. 

Police departments of both Up- 
land and Ontario reported that 
malicious mischief was “much less 
than anticipated.” 

Chief trick of Halloweeners was 
the opening of fire hydrants 
throughout both cities. Eight hy- 
drants were reported open in On- 
tario while eleven of the 22 Up- 
land police Halloween calls were 
because of open hydrants. 

Two fires were set to trees on 
Mountain avenue south of Nine- 
teenth street and in a grove on 
Grove avenue. 

Six ornamental maple saplings 
in the parkway in the 500 block of 
Sixth avenue in Upland were des- 
troyed by vandals who tore the 
limbs from several’ other .trees 
nearby. 

Several street lights were bro- 
ken in Ontario and Upland and 
half a dozen boulevard stop signs 
were removed. 

Four youth were caught by Up- 
land police as they were driving 
away from a fire hydrant they 
had opened. They were released 
to their parents after receiving 
a lecture on the damage caused 
hydrants by opening them with 
pipe wrenches. 

Howard Paulin, Upland fire 
chief, stated that in addition to 
wasting water the use of pipe 
wrenches instead of orthodox 
spanners caused damage to the 
outside of the plugs and stripped 
the threads on the plugs. In some 
cases well-meaning adults wh® 
attempted to turn off the water 
before arrival of fire crews caused 
more damage than did the youths 
who opened the flow valves. 

Eugene L. Mueller, Upland 
chief of police, said that although 
his department was kept busy

Origin Of Chaffey College', 
‘Told By Former Ofticial 


|. -This is the seventh in a series 


of articles by Merton E. Hill, for- 
mer Chaffey superintendent, on 
the development of Chaffey over 
the years. Mr. Hill, who left 
Chaffey to become a distinguished 
educator in the state, today dis- 
cusses “Origins of the Chaffey 
Junior college.” 


By MERTON FE. HILL 

The Chaffey Junior College de- 
veloped to meet the needs of the 
graduates of the high school. Dur- 
ing the early years of Chaffey 
many high school students came 
back to school to prepare them- 
{selves for greater usefulness. 
;Some took additional academic 
courses, for which they received 
| advanced standing in college, while 
others came for vocational prep- 
aration. 

The origin of the junior college 
came about during the years 1912- 
1916 when these high school grad- 
uates came back in ever-increasing 
numbers. There were so many by 
1915 that the Chaffey post-gradu- 
ates organized as a separate class 
at Chaffey. The president of this 
| 8roup was Frank Nichols, who had 
distinguished himself in debate for 
several years previously, and who 
|later became the manager of the 
Upland Bank of America. Others 
in this post-graduate group have 
{made remarkably fine records, 
| Hobart Alter, for example, who 
was a member of the post-gradu- 
j ate class of 1916. 

The Fasti of 1916, published by 
the senior class of that year, gave 
| Special recognition to the group 
as follows: 

“The post-graduate class of 
1915-1916 is particularly worthy 
of note on account of the large 
number in attendance, the remark- 
| able records made by many of the 
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members, and the cooperative 
school spirit displayed on every 
occasion by members of the class. 
From the first the large num- 
ber registered as post-graduates 
had attracted considerable atten- 
tion and the idea at on¢e occurred 
to some of the industrious mem- 
bers among them to organize and 
conduct business as a regular clast 
of the school. Action was imme- 
diately taken; in the first meeting 
there were twenty-three members 
present, which number fairly rep- 
resents the average daily attend- 
{ ance throughout the year. 


| It may be remarked that the 
post-graduates tood an _ impor- 
tant place in the dedication of 
the swimming pool, as it was the 
‘lass of '15 which first made a 
naterial step in raising funds for 
the project... 

Mertz, Hamilton, and’ Waten- 
paugh have also been valuable aids 
to Coach Clapp, training many 
young fellows in advanced ath- 
letics. ... 

In scholarship they have made 
a good showing, in many cases 
doing work that will entitle them 
to a year’s advanced standing 
in college. A number have been 
valuable assistants to teachers, 
taking classes whenever a short- 
age of teachers has occurred 
through sickness or other cause. 





It was the large number and 
splendid showing of the post- 
graduate class that gave the 


greatest impetus to the Junior col- 
lege movement.” 

The principal of the high school 
during the spring of 1916 recom- 
mended to the board that a juni- 
or college be established. A com- 
fmittee was appointed to investi- 
gate and it reported favorably up- 
on the principal’s recommendation, 
and on August 11, 1916, adopted
